Gave Life to Cnuse 


He gave his life to it. He helped 


found it, and for forty yeara he 
headed it as president, weathered 
storm after storm, defeating ene- 
my after enemy, whether within 
or without the organization.

must have found satisfaction that 
under his skillful pilotage the or- 
ganization is the largest labor or- 
ganization in thn world, in mem- 
bership and influence on' thj econ- 
omic life of any country. 


American historians will

cord Samuel Gompers an Import-

war. 


Gompers was born in London in 


1S50, the son of Dutch-Jewish 
parents. He left school at an early 
age and became a cigar maker' ap- 
prentice, emigrating to America 
early in his teens. Here in the new 
world ho. found the movement to- 
ward labor organizaing just be- 
lie threw himself into it w i t h all 
his y o u t h f u l enthusiasm and na- 
tive a b i l i t y . 


Hcadc-il Labor at 30 


He rapidly rose to the presi- 


dency of his local, became one of 
the charter members of the pres- 
ent American Federation of Labor 
and in 1SS2, at barely over 30, he 
became its president. 
He was re- 


elected annually thereafter until 
hia death—a span of 42 years— 
which saw the labor movement 
rise and fall like the tides of the 
ocean. His last election took place 
at Elpaso only a few weeks ago. 


He ruled the federation with an 


iron hand—or did until advanc- 
ing years took

SAMUEL GOMPERS 


!!/;,'.The dispatches have just carried the information 


' /that Samuel Gompers, President of the American 


Federation of Labor, has died en route from Mexico 


"City to the United States. Thus passes one of the 


• most rugged characters that the ranks of labor has 


% produced in the last two generations. 
;v 
There are many things for which Samuel Gorn- 


• pers stood in his life with which we did not agree. 


• to which we may call attention. But at the same 


time, in the light of his opportunities considering the 
handicaps with which he started, Mr. Gtmrpers be- 
came, in his own personal life, an accomplice for his 
fellows in a manner that stamps him as one of the 
really great men of our time. 


Mr. Gompers was bora in England over seventy- 


one years ago; of poor and inconspicuous parents, and 
caiue to ]S 
Tew York City when a child, and lived, we 


believe, on the lower East Side. He engaged in the 
labor of cigar making and before he left his teens, 
lie became a leader in the cigar makers' union. 


His rise to the position of leader in the labor move- 


ment is fairly well known. He has been at the head 
of the American Federation of Labor since 1886, with 
the exception of one year. Granting the philosophy 
of Mr. Gompers' ideas in respect to labor organiza- 
tions and their objects, he worked with zeal and, we 
may say, with success for those ideals. 
\Ve do not 


"believe in his conceptions of the objects of the labor 
unions, but he believed in them and unquestionably 
the majority of those associated with him believed as 
he did, for they persisted in re-electing him year after 
year. 


His conception of its purpose was primarily two- 


fold: 


First, that the wage earner should put in the 


fewest number of hours for his service in the particu- 
lar line in which he was engaged; and. second, that 
he should receive the largest return for that service 
that was possible. In other words, with Mr. Gom- 
pers, at the head of the Federation of Labor, the 
theory was—higher wages and fewer hours. 


The greater fundamentals of the labor order 


never seemed to appeal to Mr. Gompers. He was af- 
fected only by the material gains that he felt labor 
could get by solidarity and to that end he labored in- 
cessantly. From the standpoint .of the labor leaders 
in Great Britain, Mr. Gompers' objective was not 
considered and he was never quoted. He gained this 
idea of fewer hours and more money from that class 
of business men who have as their object simply 
profit without the thought of the greater aim of 
service. 


"We do not mean to say for a moment that Mr. 


Gompers did not consider service and did not want 
his men to render the greatest degree of service pos- 
sible at the time they were laboring. Yet, so insist- 
ent was he upon the two objectives that the other was 
certainly a minor and a third consideration. But 
without question, looking at it from the material side 
of labor, Mr. Gompers has aided tremendously, in 
the thirty-eight years which he has been head of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The attitude which Mr, Gompers assumed in re- 


lation to prohibition was a part of his materialistic 
views. In the cigar making business, he became 
closely associated with the brewery workers, and the 
brewery workers were a very strong factor in'the Fed- 
eration of Labor. And so when prohibition came Mr. 
Gompers looked upon it from the standpoint of these 
associates; from the standpoint of the men who were 
receiving their wages from the brewery, not from the' 
Standpoint of humanity or the country as a whole 
He again lived up to his lights and he has been con- 
sistent with that position, always urging labor to 
take its position against prohibition. "In"this there 
is a marked contrast with the attitude that has been 
assumed by the other powerful labor organization, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers/that took the

"But, why. we ask ourselves, Is 


this so? The answer is clear: Be- 
cause the development of mind 
and matter has so outetriped the 
development 
of 
the 
spiritual 


values in human life. 


"Materialism has proved to be 


its own destruction in many of 
the civilizations of 
the 
world, 


which have had their way and 
been wiped out. 


"The 
products of the mind are 


less temporary, but they too are 
subject to revision and change. 
Upon them alone can a lasting 
civilization be built- 


"The 
danger in 
the 
present 


civilization lies in the fact that 
the creations of man's brain, his 
creatures, which should be his 
servants, are getting- beyond his 
control and are becoming his mas- 
ters. 


"The 
development 
of 
man's 


character or spiritual nature has 
not kept pace w i t h the deveion- 


ment of hU intellect and iti pro- 
duct!. 


"Men cannot lone continue to 


live together la an 
ever 
more 


closely inter-related and 
Inter- 


dependent world unless they are 
guided by the spiritual laws and 
principles which religion teache's. 


"Consideration, usefulness, solf- 


sacrillce, service,

brother, these are the spiritual 
qualities which must keep pace

Gompers was an important Na- 


tional figure during tho World 
war, which he supported. 
When 


the cry came for industrial out- 
put beyond anything ever dream- 
ed of, Gompers turned all the re- 
sources of his organization toward 
speeding up work in factory and 
shipyard. 
He went to Paris after 


the war as a member of the Wil- 
son Peace 
Commission. 


After the World war, Gompera 


devoted his efforts largely to two 
things — maintenance so 
far 
as 


possible of the high wages labor 
enjoyed during the war; and the 
weeding out of "Reds" and Bol- 
shevists, in the organization. 


He remained a bitter 
foe 
of 


Russian 
c o m m u u i K m 
u n t i l 
his 


death, and an equally b i t t e r op- 
ponent of American 
recognition 


of Soviet Russia. Nearly all of his 
last p u b l i c papers and addresses 
have dealt with "Red Question."
